Scholars Ready Texts ‘i! 


For Rites 


Kansas City, Mo. —(NC)— 
Scholars are now at work preparing 
ritual texts conforming to the 


Vatican decree permitting exten- 
sive use of English in administer- 
ing some Sacraments and other 
ceremonies. 


THEY WILL BE ready for dis- 
tribution this fall, according to the 
chairman of the special liturgical 
committee that worked out the 

roposal submitted to the Holy 

e last November and which has 
now been largely approved. 


Archbishop Edwin V 
Bishop of Kansas City, who headed 
the large body of scholars and con- 
gultants that has studied the mat- 
ter for several years, said the new 
permission represents “a very gen- 
erous grant” by the Holy See. 
When the new texts are ready, he 
added, it is reasonable to assume 
that the new usage will be adopted 
in virtually every diocese of the 
United States, since the request to 
Rome was submitted in the name 
of all the Bishops and all had 
assented to it beforehand. 


Exact details of what portions 
of the rites involved will now be 
recited in English and what will 
continue to be in Latin are being 
worked out by the liturgical com- 
mittee, Archbishop O'Hara said.

To all 
outside the Church. This won't 
be a column this week so much as 
an explanation of the workings of 
a convert’s mind, such as it is. 

A long time ago I got the idea 
from somewhere that things were 
black and things were white and 
if it wasn’t a question of morals, 
then what*was white was what I 

ieved in and what was the op- 
posite was the opinion of those who 
disagreed. 

As I grew up I became more 
understanding and tolerant. I real- 
ized there were points on the other 
side. I believed sincerely in the 
right of other people to hold their 
own views. But still .. . I thought 
them wrong Maybe misguided, 
semi-foolish, but above all definite- 
ly in error. 

One of the black points of view 
to me for many years was Catholi- 
cism. You know the school loyalty 
... “my team right or wrong, my 
team.” Well, that’s the way I felt. 
And the Church was one of the 
~wrongest establishments that ever 
existed. I knew this and there was 
no doubt in my prejudiced mind. 


A few years ago this “know- 
ledge” began te crack up and 
in time I came to realize what 
I had considered error was really 
truth. Se I accepted God's grace 
and became what I had prayed 
I never would .. . a Catholic. 


Now a convert is a peculiar 
thing. His whole life changes when 
he joins the Church and he himself 
must. adjust to the difference. He 
does it invariably in one way: all 
out for his new-found faith. And 
when I say all out, I mean just 
that. Because it is so true and so 
right and because he knows so 
well at last he is on his way to God, 
he can see nothing else save the 
Church and Catholicism. His own 
sacrifices for the new religion, the 
true religion, blind him to the bits 
of goodness and truth in the man- 
made church he has left and un- 
less he is very careful, in no time 
he is practicing in his zeal the 
very thing he most wants to put out 
of his life . . . uncharity.
